EMBEZZLEMENT © 
CHARGED AGAINST 
A BANK CLERK) 


Warrant Issued in Case of For- 
mer Bookkeeper of the Mer- 
_ cantile National. 


A warrant charging embezzlement has 
Lbeen issued in the United States Court 


against Leonard W. Woods, of 207A 
Harper street, former bookkeeper for 
the Mercantile National Bank. U. 8. 
Marshal Regenhardt, to whom the war- 
rant was given for service, told Judge 
Dyer, Thursday, that he had notified 
Woods’ family, and that the promise 
had been made to him that Woods 
would come to the Federal Court in 
the afternoon and give bond. 

The warrant was issued on the com- 
plaint of Walter W. Smith, a national 
bank examiner, who examined Woods’ 
books after he resigned from the Mer- | 


In a report made. to United States 


| District Attorney Houts, Smith asserts 


that the examination of the books 
show that Woods, while bookkeeper for 
the Mercantile National Bank, opened 
savings accounts with the American 
Trust Co. and the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. :and deposited to his credit 
checks drawn by a fictitious person on 
the bank in which he was employed. 

When the checks were returned to the 
Mercantile Bank, the report says, Woods 
obtained possession of them and de- 
stroyed them. In Woods’ report to the 
general. bookkeeper of the bank, accord- 
ing to the report to Hauts, Woods 
would include amounts of the worthless 
checks in his items showing the total 
chécks received\for each day. 

The report asserts that four sucn 
checks were cashed between July 16 
1918, and Aug. 7, 1918, amoufting to $320. 
Two were for $10 each, one was for $200 
and the other was for $100, — 
to the report. 

Alleged Loss Made Good. 

Woods’ successor was appointed Aug. 
$0, the report asserts, and a day or two 
later reported to the bank that Woods’ 
books did not balance. The bank then 
asked the bank examiner to make an 
investigation. 

When the amount of the alleged short- 
age was disclused, Woods was sent for 
the report says, and at first denied 
wrongful action, and said that the dif- 
ference must be due to a clerical error. 
He later admitted taking the amount 
charged, according to the report, and 
explained the method used, as set fcrth 
by Smith.

Reed Votes Against Administra- 
tion Senators, Forcing Cur- 
rency Bill Amendment. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The. stock of 
the regional banks of the new. currency 
system will be owned by the public and 
regional banks will be controlled by the 
Government. The Senate Banking Con? 
mittee today incorporated that feature 11: 
the administration currency bill by a 
vote of seven to five. 

Senators Reed and Hitchcock, Demo- 
crats, joined the five Republicans vot- 
ing for the resolution over the protests 
of Senators Owen, Pomrene, Shafroth, 
Hollis and O’Gorman. Jointly framed 
by Senators Reed, Hitchcock and 
Weeks, the resolution was regarded by 
ome as the basis of a compromise be- 

. the. 
comittee. 

The provision in the House Dill to 
compel national banks to’ subscritte 10 
per cent of their cash to the new sys- 
tem under penalty of losing their char- 
ters, would be eliminated. 

If the public had not subscribed: all 
the capital after 60 days; the banks en- 
tering the system would be required to 
take up the remaining stock. That was 
one of the proposals of the Vanderlip 
plan, 

Control of the regional banks was set- 
tled by a compromise resolution offered 
by Senator Weeks providing that each 
regional bank should have nine direc- 
tors, five to be selected by the Gov- 
ernment Federal Reserve Board and 
four by the banks. 

The action today is thought to have 
cleared the way for an agreement in 
the committee and may hasten progress 
of the bill, 

President Wilson has been conducting 
informal conferences with Democrati«: 
Senators over the currency situation. 
and many are urging a party confer- 
ence, not necesarily in the sense of 4 
caucus, but as a movement to make the 
Democratic party sponsor for the bill 
in the form the administration wants 
it shaped. 

Say Delay Hurts Business. 

Members of the committee are receiv- 
ing intimations from their homes tha: 
the useless agitation over the currency 
bill is beginning to have bad effects 
upon business, and they are being urge‘4 
to stop the discussion and report the 
ofll. 

Some of the Republican members of 
the committee have been impressed by 
these communications, and they are pre- 
paring to curtail, as much as possible, 
the discussion Of the bill and the intro- 


‘| duction of new propositions. 


Prospects of the bill Leing reported 
this week have dwindled, and it is prob- 
able that, the report will not ‘be ready 
until Nov. 15, five days later than was 
anticipated, 

Senator Reed of Missouri who has in- 
sisted upon further consideration of the 
bill in spite of President Wilson's pleas 
for immediate actioh, occupied most of 
yesterday's session with an explana- 
tion of a plan which strongly savors of 
a central bank. 

Proposal Made by Reed. 

Senator Reed proposed that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board in Washington 
should be intrusted with one-third of 
one-half of a 12 per cent reserve of all 
banks which enter the system and that 
the board should also control the Gov- 
ernment moneys instead of having them 
placed in the reserve banks as proposed 
in the administration bill 

The Reed plan would result in amass- 
ing between~$300,000,000 and $400,000,000 in 
Washington in the hands of the mem- 
bers of the Reserve Board. The Sena- 
tor argued that such a mobilisation of 
reserves would be of the greatest value, 
because the Board would then be able to 
control them for the benefit of the en- 
tire. system.

CARS TIED UP A WEEK 


Labor Unions Protest at Martial 
Law—Strikers Prepare to 
Meet Troops. 


TNDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 6.—The 
entire militia of Indiana has been or- 
dered out by Gav. Ralston because of 
the street car strike here. The Governor 
also announced he would “declare mar- 
tial law.’ All the troops are expected 
here this afternoon. Street car traffic; 
has been tied up since Friday. ‘ 

The Governor said he regretted it had 
become necessary to call out troops, but 
the situation was critical and he would 
not delay longer. 

Feels It His Duty. 
“Men are being assaulted and killed,”

said he, “property is being destroyed 
and there is rioting in the streets which 
the city authorities have not controlled, ; 
and I feel it is my duty to take this 
drastic action.”’ 

The Governor remained up all nigh. 
with Brig.Gen. William J. McKee and 
other officers of the National Guard 
perfecting arrangements for transport- 
ing the militia companies to Indianapolis 
and their disposition when they reach 
the city. Whether the troops would be 
placed on the street cars, the Governor 
said, had not been determined. The 
Indiana National Guard numbers about 
‘2000 men, including three battery com- 
panies. 

The Governor’s decision was reached 
wfter the conference yesterday with city 
officials, representatives of clubs and 
organizations had failed to reach any 
agreement on a peaceable means of set- 
tling the strike: The rioting in the 
streets yerterday, when the street car 
company tried to run a car, which was 
deserted by the strikebredkers, gave the 
Governor additional reason for his ac- 
tion. 

Strikers Meet on Capitol Lawn. 

A mass meeting of strikers was held 
at noon on the State House lawn and 
was avtented by ¢ large epetes,: Bpeec 

ere ; “J. PB  'y -& 
president’ ‘ofthe Amalgamated 
tion of Street an& Blectric Hi 
Employes of America; Cal Wyatt, or- 
ganizer of the American Federation of 
Labor; State Senator Henry Harmon, 
Frosecutor Frank Baker and M. LL 
Clawson, labor attorney. All urged that | 
there be no violence and that the strik- 
ere should assist in preserving law and 
order. When it was announced the 
militia would be here today the crowd 
jeered. 

After a large committee of citizens 
yesterday afternoon urged Gov. Ralston 
to call out the militia, preparations were 
tnade to bring the troops here as quickly 
as possible. 

The four companies of infantry and a 
battery in Indianapolis will not be called 
out until other companies have arrived, 
so that there will be no question about 
controlling the situation after troops 
are once on the streets. 

An effort to resume street car traffi- 
yesterday resulted in the serious injurv 
of seven strikebreakers and two police- 
men and the wrecking of a car. Sev- 
eral, thousand persons, many of. them 
armed with bricks, surounded the Ca” 
and prevented progress, while a down- 
reur of missiles from the roofs and win: 
dows of buildings along the route 
threatened the lives of the strikebreak- 
ers and police. 

Feared Night of Lawlessness. 

A committee from seven civic and 
commercial organizations presented a 
unanimous request to Gov. Ralston for 
troops, stating the organizations would 
share the responsibility for the actio~. 
The Governor intimated that his reasun 
fer not calling the troops last night was 
that they could not be mobilized beforc 
morning and he feared the announceo- 
ment that the militia had been called 
would result in a night of lawlessness. 

The fourth death due to the strike 
was that of Thomas Carleton, who was 
shot in the riots Tuesday. 

Labor leaders protested to Gov. Ral- 
ston against calling out. the militia 
John J. Keegan, member of the last 
Legislature and now holding a position 
in the State Auditor’s office, told the 
Governor he would orghnize the strikers 
and meet the militia at the trains. 

M. L. Clawson, a labor attorney, on 
behalf of the strikers, filed a written 
protest with the Governor «against the 
State’s interfering in the strike. The 
protest states that the police and sheriff 
have not exhausted their powers and 
that the State should not interfere until 
this is done.

MAYOR’ NEPHEW | Li 
WAS STRANGLED 


Surgeons Think Earl Mathews 
of Collinsville Was Killed 
With a Rope. 


Inquiry into the death of Earl Ma- 
thews, 26 years old, a- car repairer, 
nephew of Mayor James G. Mathews 
of Collinsville, IIL, was reopened Thurs- 
day, when an autopsy gave rise to the 
belief that he was strangled. : 


A 8t. Clair County Coroner’s jury 
Wednesday had returned a verdict tha. 
Mathews’ death was due to exposure. 

Mathews started to his work in the 
Vandalia yards Sunday morning. He 
did not return home. Wednesday morn- 
ing two young men hunting rabbite 
found him dead at the edge of a field 
near the Lumaghi coal mine and three- 
quarters of a mile from the Vandalia 
yards. 

As the body was found in St. Clair 
County Coroner: Renner .was called 
from Belleville to hold the inquest. 

Five Surgeons at Autopsy. | 

Mayor Mathews doubted that his 
nephew had died a natural death. At 
his request Coroner Sims, with five 
surgeons as witnpsses, mace an 
autopsy. 

They reported that théy found evi- 
dences of strangulation and that in their 
opinion Mathews had been choked to 
death with a rope. 

They said there was a red mark about 
his throat, that he had bled at the nose 
and ears and that his tongue was be- 
tween his teeth—all signs of strangula- 
tion. 

Mathews was a powerful man and it 
is believed that if he was murdered the 
work must have been done by more than 
one person. 

A watch and two rings which he was 
known to have worn when he started to 
work are missing.

William BE. R. Kemp, the young law-

Saturday Evening Post. Writer 
Says President Urged Reed to 
“Name Any Other Man.” 


SENATOR WAS IMMOVABLE 


Executive Without Seeking to 
Soften Opposition to Cur- 
rency Bill Finally Agreed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 6.—The inside 
story of how Colin M. Selph was ap- 
pointed Postmaster for St. Louis is told 
in the Saturday Evening Post, published 
today. 
“The interesting incidents leading to 
Senator Reed’s victory for his candi- 
date is told in an article by Samuel G., 
Blythe, called ‘‘Wilson in Washing- 
ton.’ , 

Blythe calls the President a politician 
in the broad sense, but says he is not 
“a political politician.” He continues: 

Many times he might have played 
politics to advantage in the way of 
securing congressional support—and 
did not play politics; a few times he 
essayed the game with ‘unsatisfac- 
tory results. One story will illus- 
trate: 

Senator Reed of Missouri is the 
kind of lawyer who will not admit 
anything. He will not admit the 
day is Friday even if it is Friday, 
but forces legal proof of the con- 
téntion. Also, he has been more or 

- less opposed to the Wilson policies 
and especially to the Wilson cur- 
rency ideas. Reed has been out- 
spoken on that subject; actively and 
vehemently against the President. 

Reed had a candidate for Post- 
master of St. Louis. The leading 
Democrats of St. Louis opposed 
Reed’s man. Moreover, Reed in the 
pre-convention campaign was vo- 
eiferously against Wilson. The 
President sent for Reed - when this 
postoffice fight was on and told 
him he could not appoint his candi- 
date. 

“Name any other man,” said the 
President, “and I will appoint him.’’ 

“Mr, President,’’ Reed replied, ‘‘I 
cannot name dnother man. The rea- 
son they are opposing this man is 
that he is my friend. That is the 
only reason. He is opposed because 
of his loyalty to me. I have eaten 
at his home, accepted his hospital- 
ity and known him for years. His

BORROWER FROM VETTE 
WINS CASE BEFORE JURY 


Man Who Alleges He Paid Ille- 
gal Interest Retains Posses- 
sion of His Furniture. 

A jury in Judge Jones’ court gave a 
verdict Wednesday that John G. Mc- 
Cawley of 2116 Nebraska avenue is en- 


titled to possession of household furni- 
ture and’ a piano which John Vette, 
money lender, sought to @eplefin under 
a chattel mortgage. The mortgage was 
executed by McCawley as security for 
payment of money borrowed by him 
from Vette. The borrower gave a note 
for $300, but he maintained all he got 
was $90 and that he. paid back $50. 
Vette declared there was still due 
about $260, including interest, and when 
McCawley failed to pay the full amount 
called for in the note a replevin’ suit 
was filed before Justice-Slater to get the 
furniture.
